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REMARKS 

The examiner is thanked for the performance of a thorough search. By this amendment, 
Claims 18-24 have been amended. Claims 1-17 and 25-28 are canceled, without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Claims 29-42 are added. Hence, Claims 18-24 and 29-42 are pending in the 
application. 

The amendments to the claims as indicated herein do not add any new matter to this 
application. Furthermore, amendments made to the claims as indicated herein have been made to 
exclusively improve readability and clarity of the claims and not for the purpose of overcoming 
alleged prior art. 

Each issue raised in the Office Action mailed November 14, 2005 is addressed 
hereinafter. 

I. ISSUES NOT RELATING TO PRIOR ART— DRAWINGS 

The Office Action objected to FIG. 3 of the drawings as not including reference numerals 
found in the specification at paragraph 65 (actually [0056]). A substitute drawing sheet 
consisting of FIG. 3 with complete and correct reference numerals is submitted herewith. 

Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

II. ISSUES RELATING TO PRIOR ART 
A. CLAIMS 1-16 AND 25-28 

The Office Action asserts a restriction requirement. Applicants' representative made a 
telephone election of species. Applicants now confirm that Applicants elect claims 17-24 for 
prosecution, without traverse. Claims 1-16 and 25-28 are canceled herein as directed to non- 
elected subject matter. 
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B. CLAIMS 17-24 

The elected claims, 17-19 and 21-24, stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly 
unpatentable over Roy in view of Mamata. Claim 20 is indicated as allowable if rewritten to 
incorporate the independent claim from which it depends. Applicants appreciate the indication 
of allowable subject matter. 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the rejection of claims 17-19 and 21-24, and 
believe that the claims are clearly patentable over the reference of record. However, to advance 
prosecution efficiently, claim 20 is rewritten herein in independent form to overcome the 
objection, and all other claims are amended to depend from claim 20. Claim 17 is canceled. 
Thus, each of claims 18-24 now includes the subject matter indicated to be allowable with 
respect to claim 20. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

C. NEW CLAIMS 29-42 

New claims 29-42 recite subject matter similar in scope to amended claims 18-24, but are 
expressed in apparatus format as supported by the specification. Claims 29-42 are believed to be 
allowable for the same reasons as claims 18-24. 
III. CONCLUSIONS & MISCELLANEOUS 

For the reasons set forth above, all of the pending claims are now in condition for 
allowance.
